Election  News 

Council  Invalidates  July 
’49  Class  Nominations 


In  a heated  discussion  which 
iasted  for  more  than  an  hour,  the 
Student  Council  last  Tuesday  after- 
noon voted  to  invalidate  the  nomi- 
nations which  were  taken  from 
members  of  the  July  1949  class  for 
president  of  that  group  during  the 
past  two  weeks. 

Certain  factions  in  the  ’49  class 
had  appealed  to  the  council  for 
the  reopening  of  nominations  since  | 
certain  conditions  necessary  for  a 
valid  election  had  been  violated. 
The  factions  did  not  wish,  however, 
the  seven  men  already  nominated 
to  be  deposed,  but  wished  to  list 
additional  nominees  for  the  offices 
which  were  open. 

.-Vll  Invalid 

Council  members  were  well  divid- 
ed over  the  issue,  but  after  several 
amendments,  agreed  that  all  seven 
nominees  were  invalid,  and  that  the 
actual  nominations  would  be  held 
next  week,  as  soon  as  a complete 
class  list  Is  compiled. 

The  council  believed  that  since 
there  was  no  class  list  available, 
since  the  three  necessary  council 
members  were  not  present  to  super- 
vise the  voting  and  counting  of  bal- 
lots, since  the  electioneering  went 
on  for  four  days  instead  of  the 
usual  one  and  since  it  was  not  in 
the  council’s  minutes  that  an  elec- 
tion was  to  be  held,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  cancel  all  the  nominations. 

Recess  Declared 

The  meeting  developed  into  such 
a debate  that  E.  Clinton  Bamberger, 


President  of  the  Student  Council. 

I declared  a ten  minute  recess  during 
[ the  discussion  and  ordered  copies 
! of  the  Student  Constitution  for 
\ every  council  representative.  Ed- 
! ward  J.  McNeal,  Parliamentarian, 
was  asked  frequently  for  interpre- 
tations of  various  clauses  in  the 
' Constitution. 

Final  elections  were  to  have  been 
held  last  Friday,  but  were  post- 
poned until  the  Council  gave  its 
decision.  With  the  council’s  de- 
claring of  the  entire  proceedings 
invalid,  nominations  will  have  to 
be  deferred  until  sometime  next 
week.  Members  of  the  class  are 
requested  to  watch  The  Greyhound 
Daily  Bulletin  for  time  and  place 
of  the  meeting. 

Senior  Sodality 

Richard  Reese  was  elected  Pre- 
fect of  the  Senior  Sodality  and 
James  Oaster  became  Vice-President 
in  elections  held  on  June  10,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  J.  Higgins,  S.  J.,  mod- 
erator, announced.

Class  elections  have  degenerated 
into  a melee  which  could  easily 
furnish  competition  to  Barnum  and 
Bailey’s  little  circus.  The  only 
distinguishable  difference  between 
the  two  is  that  Loyola’s  class  elec- 
tions are  spontaneous  and  unre- 
hearsed whereas  the  circus  per- 
formers go  into  winter  quarters  to 
make  plans  for  their  laughable 
antics. 

In  the  first  place,  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  classes  are 
not  at  all  concerned  whether  or 
not  their  class  president  is  a three 
year  old  baby  or  an  eighty-five 
year  old  claimant  to  the  throne 
of  Luxemburg.  They  care  not  if 
their  class  has  no  organization. 

There  are  those  who  say  that  they

But  at  the  very 
utterance  of  that  word  “work”,  a 
painful  expression  shoots  across 
their  faces  and  their  muscles  are 
seized  with  a type  of  paralytic 
malady  which  is  more  commonly 
known  as  laziness. 

The  third  type  of  student  voter 
tohich  struts  the  stage  is  that  group 
which  reduces  the  election  to  a 
popularity  contest.  Yote  for  Tim 
Goodfellow.  He's  a good  guy.  He 
never  disagrees  with  anyone  be- 
cause he  never  expresses  an  opinion 
of  his  own.  Jim  has  no  ability  as 


an  organizer  or  as  an  administra- 
tor, but  Jim  loves  mankind.  He 
upholds  the  status  quo  and  will 
fight  to  his  politicaJ,  death  for  the 
observance  of  the  Golden  Rule. 

Finally  there  is  that  small  minor- 
ity which  scans  the  field  and  singles 
out  the  men  who  will  be  of  most 
benefit  to  the  class  as  officers.  They 
do  their  best  to  see  that  these  men 
are  elected.  But  in  too  many  in- 
stances, these  men  are  overlooked 
and  the  Class  commits  itself  to  a 
full  year  of  miserable  mismanage- 
ment or  gross  inactivity. 

So  naturally  when  elections  are 
due  a year  later,  the  class  demon- 
strates how  much  it  has  learned 
by  electing  the  same  type  of  class 
officer.

the  scholarships  will  be  notified  by 
the  Baltimore  CYO  Office  of  the 
date,  time  and  place  to  report  for 
their  aptitude  test.  The  coliege  will 
administer  the  test,  which  will  be 
a means  of  determining  the  selec- 
tion of  the  candidates. 

On  the  basis  of  personal  inter- 
view, a special  CYO  Board  will 
make  the  final  selections  from  the 
candidates  who  have  successfully 
passed  the  test.

Those  candidates  wishing  to  work 
towards  a college  degree  must  meet 
the  school's  entrance  requirements 
and  will  be  required  to  take  the 
regular  prescribed  courses  of  study 
leading  to  a bachelor’s  degree.

Newspaper  Doctors 

A newspaper,  says  the  handbook, 
is  supposed  to  report  the  news.  It 
is  not  supposed  to  interpret  mental 
illnesses.  However,  the  intelligence 
of  the  American  reading  public  is 
being  daily  insulted  by  a brand  of 
newspaper  column  which  pretends 
to  gaze  into  your  neurotic  eyes  and 
tell  you  in  three  or  four  lines  to 
what  class  of  frustrated  mankind 
you  belong. 

From  isolated  cases  which  have 
occurred  in  Siberia  thirty  years 
ago,  the  writer  of  this  nerve-ting- 
ling  column  draws  generalities 
which  indicate  that  the  reader  has 
been  secretly  posessed  by  a gnawing 
hatred  for  his  mother,  a schizo- 
phrenic personality  and  an  acute 
case  of  Housemaid’s  Knee. 

Subjects  of  elephantine  stupidity 
are  daily  discussed  with  a straight 
face.  Illustrations  of  a questionable 
nature  are  tossed  in  to  gain  the 
reader’s  attention.

Whenever  a group  of  golf  addicts  get  together  and  drift 
into  a discussion  concerning  which  clubs  in  a golfer’s  collection 
contribute  most  to  the  fine  points  of  his  game,  you  can  usually 
expect  a split  into  two  extremes. 

More  than  likely  one  side  will  maintain 
that  a good,  hot  putter  is  the  answer  to  any 
man’s  dream  of  shooting  in  the  low  ’70s;  but 
on  the  other  hand  there  are  the  guys  who  swear 
by  a long,  straight  drive  down  the  middle  of 
the  fairway  as  the  chief  means  of  cutting  down 
those  strokes. 

If  you  ask  .Jack  Cronin,  Loyola’s  Maryland

The  recent  track  season  produced 
a new  star  in  Greyhound  ranks  in 
the  person  of  Walt  Smyth.  Walt,  a 
pre-med  Freshman,  consistently  won 
his  events,  the  high  and  low  hurdles, 
and  took  the  Mason-Dixon  Cham- 
pionship in  the  high  hurdles. 

Never  finishing  worse  than  sec- 
ond place,  Walt  gained  five  victor- 
ies in  the  high  hurdles  and  four 
in  the  low.  The  only  person  to  beat 
him  in  high  hurdles  was  Joe  Fow- 
ley  of  St.  Joseph’s,  Philadelphia; 
Fowley  is  the  reigning  Middle  At- 
lantic Association  champ  in  that 
event. 

Form  Is  Important 

Form  is  the  most  important  thing 
about  running  the  hurdles;  it  is 
also  the  hardest  to  learn.  That 
Walt  has  learned  his  lesson  well  is 
evident  to  anyone  watching  him 
speed  over  the  course,  outclassing 
his  trailing  competitors.  Incidental- 
ly, unlike  most  hurdlers,  Walt 
leads  with  his  left  leg  when  going 
over  the  hurdles. 

Walt  likes  to  run  his  own  race 
and  not  consider  the  pace  of  his  op- 
ponents. Nevertheless  he  keeps  a 
watchful  eye  on  them,  and  should 
one  start  to  forge  ahead,  Walt  will 
adjust  his  own  stride  to  that  of  his 
opponent  and  wait  for  an  opportun- 
ity to  pass  him. 

Is  Very  Enthusiastic 

Walt  likes  running  because  it 
stresses  the  individual  rather  than 
team  play,  thus,  there  is  no  one 
else  to  blame  if  you  lose.  He  is  very 
enthusiastic  about  running,  but  the 
high  hurdles  are  his  favorite. 

In  practice  a whole  set  of  hurdles 
is  seldom  used ; Walt  trains  on  only 
two  or  three  until  a day  or  two  be- 
fore a meet.  Before  every  meet, 
disconcerting  rumors  circulate  con- 
cerning the  quality  of  his  oppon- 
ents, but  Walt  has  learned  to  disre- 
gard them  as  he  usually  proves 
them  groundless.

John  Mohler,  considered  by  Ever- 
green's lacrosse  coach,  Bish  Baker, 
as  the  most  improved  stickman  at 
Loyola  this  year,  made  himself 
prominent  with  numerous  body 
blocks  and  overall  good  defensive 
play.

This 
announcement  was  made  by  the 
Very  Rev.  Francis  X.  Talbot,  S.  J., 
President  of  the  College  at  the  last 
Student  Council  meeting. 

Father  Talbot  procured  the  new 
Gym  schedule  as  the  result  of  a 
Council  resolution  which  was  in- 
troduced by  the  Freshman  represen- 
tative a few  weeks  ago. 

Chief  Trouble  Was  Manager 

The  chief  objection  to  the  Coun- 
cil resolution  was  the  lack  of  prop- 
er assistance  in  the  Gym  to  main- 
tain the  athletic  facilities  for  the 
additional  time  each  week.  The 
regular  managers  remain  in  the 
Gym  until  11:00  a.  m.  on  Saturdays. 

This  difficulty  was  overcome  by 
the  action  of  the  administration. 
Father  Talbot  and  the  Council  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  students 
would  take  advantage  of  the  new 
rule. 

Tennis  Courts  Controlled 

Plans  are  also  being  formulated 
for  the  controlling  of  the  tennis 
courts  during  the  weekends  so  that 
only  those  connected  with  the  Col- 
lege would  have  use  of  the  courts. 

Many  used  the  courts  without 
authorization  and  this  precipitated 
a condition  which  forced  many  stu- 
dents to  wait  to  use  the  courts.

Mr.  Poe  continued,  “We  have  only 
one  original  manuscript  of  hie, 
written  in  his  own  hand  and  signed 
by  him.  It  is  a poem  entitled  Alone. 
The  poem  was  probably  inspired  by 
the  death  of  his  young  wife,  who 
was  a second  or  third  cousin.  Her 
death  also  inspired  Annabel  Lee. 
The  rest  of  his  things  are  in  the 
hands  of  museums  or  personal  col- 
lectors.” 

It  all  goes  to  prove  that  the  in- 
heritance of  a name  does  not  im- 
ply the  inheritance  of  a vocation.
